Oct. 20.—Th© announce­ 
m ent yesterday of the failure of the 
M aryland T rust comp any, excep t to 
only an initiated few, cam e lik e a bolt 
out of a clear sk y. sp reading conster­ 
nation in all directions. 
To these few 
It was k nown that the M aryland T rust 
comp any had 
long been st niggling 
w ith undigested securities, that It had 
sustained heavy w ithdraw als of dep os­ 
its. and that finally on S aturday last 
it had failed in its sup rem e efforts to 
bridge over the yaw ning chasm by ne­ 
gotiating a $2,000,000 loan in London. 
W hile bank ers in their offices and 
brok ers in clusters on the streets and 
m oney dealers generally and business 
men in the exchanges were still ex­ 
citedly discussing the collap se of the 
M aryland com p any there cam e anoth­ 
er bolt out of a transp arent sk y—the 
susp ension of the Union T rust Co., 
and it was this la tte r event which 
hap p ened at a late bour in the day 
tha t gave im p etus to a varied num ber 
of baseless rum ors as to other finan­ 
cial 
institutions 
which 
m ight 
well 
have created a p anic had they been 
given currency earlier in the day. 
One of these rum ors, however, as­ 
sum ed a more definite shap e than the 
others, and it is well k nown that at 
the req uest of another trust comp any, 
the nam e of which was freely bandied 
about, the clerk of the circuit court 
k ep t his office op en an hour later than 
the accustom ed tim e to accom m odate 
one m ore ap p licant for a receivership . 
But the ap p licant did not m aterialize 
and the day ended with only two sus­ 
p ensions to its credit and w ith the as­ 
surance of the cool-headed financiers 
of the city that all p eril of a p anic had 
p assed. 
It was agreed today am ong the lead­ 
ers and so given out. tha t there is 
nothing alarm ing in the general finan­ 
cial situation in this city, and the 
m ere fact tha t tem p orary difficulties 
overlook one or two concerns is no 
reason why other p erfectly solvent in­ 
stitutions should be regarded with sus­ 
p icion. 
As one of the most influential 
bank ers In B altim ore p ut it. “our finan­ 
cial institutions are strong and have 
p laced them selves in p osition to w ith­ 
stand any assaults up on their credit 
standing” ; or as anom er leading bank ­ 
er, p erhap s the m ost p rom inent in Bal­ 
tim ore. p ut it, “It ail dep ends up on 
how the p eop le of B altim ore act. 
If 
they do not lose their heads the trou­ 
ble will blow ^ver in tim e and nobody 
will be hurt; but if they becom e p anic- 
strick en the conseq uences will be seri­ 
ous. 
This is a tim e to use calm judg­ 
m ent.'' 
The total liabilities of the two com­ 
p anies exceed $10,000,000.

Dowie op ened Ids New York m eeting 
in Madison Sq uare Garden last night 
he faced an im m ense throng; when he 
closed It his audience had dwindled to 
only a few hundred p ersons besides 
the “host” he brought with him from 
the W est. 
He fretted, fumed, thre a t­ 
ened, cajoled and finally resorted to 
the use of ep ithets, his hearers m ean­ 
while leaving the m eeting, 
several 
hundred together drow ning the sound 
cf his voice. 
He had announced that last night he 
would tell how it was revealed to him 
tha t he was Elijah, and also that he 
would have som ething to say to the 
new sp ap ers and their rep resentatives. 
His talk , which was intersp ersed with 
several hym ns, a t tim es 
when the 
tram p of those leaving the hall was 
m ore than hts voice could overcome, 
was devoted chiefly to denunciation of 
tobacco sm ok ers, liq uor drink ers and 
new sp ap er men. all of whom he class­ 
ed as “dirty dogs,” and “dirty birds.” 
Several tim es the audience hissed Mr. 
Dowie. 
A fter one such dem onstration 
he shouted: 
"W e come here and we get your 
im p udence, but I will get your hearts 
and then I will get your p ock etbook s." 
“T here is nothing so Joyful as sp end­ 
ing money for the Ixjrd.” he continued. 
"They say I cam e to New York for 
money. I don’t deny the soft imp eacb- 
m enL” 
He said the story tha t his wife had 
lost a $1 .SCJ diamond p in was untrue, 
as she never owned a p in lik e that, nor 
had she lost anything. 
The tales 
p rinted about his p eop le being hungry 
were all lies, he said. H e had “lick ed” 
the p ress of Chicago, he shouted, and 
he would “lick ” the p ress of New 
York . 
He would lick these “vultures.” 
Finally he cam e to the p rom ised 
story of revelation. 
He q uoted scrip ­ 
ture to show tha t Elijah was to come 
a third tim e. A m inister had told him 
that he was Elijah, but he was loath 
to believe it: but finally afte r going 
over the situation carefully he made 
up his mind that he was truly Elijah. 
Then a t the op ening of a building in 
Zion two yeais ago he had p roclaim ed 
him self Elijah, well k nowing the fear­ 
ful resp onsibilities of the restoration 
that he m ust, as Elijah, lead.

Colonel Rasp ^p off of the Rus­ 
sian arm y, and Colonel Foster and 
Colonel Birk beck of the B ritish arm y, 
have been at Fort Riley for three 
days. 
L ieutenant Colonel M onteverde 
of the Sp anish arm y arrived Sunday 
in a uniform that p ut to sham e any­ 
thing that ever was shown on the 
p lains of K ansas, with the p ossible 
excep tion of the m idsum m er sun. 
His 
cap and blouse were dark blue covered 
with gold lace and his riding trousers 
of exp ansive p attern were of a vivid 
scarlet. 
The colonel, who Is a courtly 
gentlem an and a soldier of excellent 
rocord, wa* received with every at­ 
tention by G eneral B ates and hts offi­ 
cers.

Sunday surp rised the residents 
of San Francisco by sailing over their 
heads for two hours, directing his m a­ 
chine almost at will and dem onstrating 
that in m any essentials he has solved 
the p roblem of aerial navigation.

G reth had p reviously tested his airship 
by m ak ing ascensions with the bal­ 
loon held cap tive by a long rop e, but 
yesterday was the first tim e that he 
had gone sk yw ard free.

crew of the life-saving station rescued 
the aeronaut and his flying m achine, 
which was little dam aged by the un­ 
fortunate term ination of the voyage. 
The ballon of G reth Is cigar-shap ed 
and has a cap acity of 50,000 feet of
